Our Work in the Dutch East Indies 



fpHE terrible disease oE leprosy pre- 
vailfl to aa aJarming degree ea the 
island of Sumatra, as well as on the 
other islands round about. It is tooth- 
ing, even heartrending, to hear of toe 
various means resorted to by the dif- 
ferent races of natives in their endea- 
vors to prevent the further spread of 
this loathsome sickness. 

The Batakkers, that is the native 
people who occupy the highlands of 
Central Sumatra, who until a few 
years ago were cannibals, applied such 
drastic measures that the very thoognt 
of them makes one shudder. As soon 
ap a member of.their race was disco- 
vered to be suffering from leprosy, the 
unfortunate one was locked up ia bis 
own dwelling;, and then the house was 
set on Are and the leper and all that 
ho possessed was burnt to ashes. 

Tbe Island of Banfea 
On the island of Baitka, whieh Vies 
on the eoathcast of Sumatra, the na- 
tives, took their lepers tm Inraru wn; of 
tlteir tvrStb pranwF and rawe£ then. 
' well out to sea and threw them over- 
board, leaving them to perish- 
In the district of Palembafctf in the 
south of Sumatra, the natives show a 
more bumaoe feeling, though there the 
treatment meted out to thoss who be- 
come lepers is b^ =9 means free from 
cruelty or suffering. 

Hera if one shows signs of leprosy 
he is driven from his hut in the native 
village and hanted into tbe vast virgin 
forest which covers so much of this 
great, island- There be taast Eve as 
best^bo can on the wild fruits, herbs 
or roots which be may find. For a 
time, tratit the disease has made him 
weak* or has eompletely <&ten away 
his hands and feet, he may be able to 
clear a small patch of tbe dense bosh 
and grow such food as will keep him 
alive. Slowly, lwwever. bis stneagth 
must give way, and he dies of starva- 
tion In the great hmsiisssa.

"Wild boars eanve slightly 
prowling 1 around our dwelling, and 
more than once iu the still early hours 
of the morning we were awakened 
from oar sleep by the howls of the 
lipera close by in tho dense bUsh. An 



Two Years' Labor and Effort 
Now, however, after two years of 
labor and effort* the place has become 
mon; tike an Inhabited snot. God hoa 
blessed the efforts put forth, and hos- 
pital accommodation for 190 patients 
has been hoilt; also a nice house for 
the Assistant Officer, and a room for 
the treatment of patients and their 
woaeds. Then there are store-rooms; 
a kitchen where all the cooking is 
done; dwellings for native assistants; 
geaeral dining roam for the patients,

A Happy Community 
Now a plantation of cocoanut trees 
is bcinff planted, which in a few years 
wiU be yielding a rich harvest as the 
reward of industry and courage. The 
crowd of patients which Is now to bo 
fa&iul on the colony form a truly 
hsppy community. Friends mlgnt 
readily and somewhat naturally ask 
how it is passible for such n people to 



be happy. Can people be happy who 
arc always suffering', and that from n 
disease which so- far appears to be in- 
curable: ] pros- 
pect Is death and a testing-place in tho 
lEttle Kcaveyard behind the colony? 

To unttetHtittidj you must remember 
that without exception these lepers 
have been banished from their homes 
and their fellows and driven into the 
fovcat to live or die like wild animals. 
A lew branches and amno huiidlulu of 
grass formed oil the shelter they hod 
against ttorm and rain. Wild fruits 
and a feiv soratched-out roots formed 
their only food. 

Hospital In Truth a Home 
Now they have a comf citable liougc 
and home t good food v the n<Kcssary 
medicines, and their bodily GUflferinpa 
ure relieved as far as possible by tho 
medical aid which Is placed at their 
service* Evetythinjj on the colony la 
bo arranged and equipped that not 
ly have thoy found ajioapitat, but

At tho distribution of the packages 
one hears an almost constant "Tarima 
kasal banjak," or "Thank you very 
much," as each poor face beams forth 
tho gladness and gratitude of tho reci- 
pient. 

Although practically all tho lepers 
aro Mohammedans, our meetings aro 
nevertheless well attended. There Is 
much Interest shown In the Biblo les- 
nonu. After each meeting wo usually 



devote on hour or so to talking frank- 
ly and freely with them over what haa 
been said or sung, and they nre ni>t 
nfraid to ask about matters that they 
have nofc been oblo to understand. 

Wc try to place ourselves in their 
position and ta see tilings from their 
standpoint, as well as to remember 
their strange ideas and superstitions. 
It is often vary interesting nnd not 
soldom nmusing to learn from them 
their queer conception of things per- 
taining to tho service of God, 

But let this be noted: The Gospel 
of Christ Is winning its way. t was 
called for by one of the native assist- 
ive told ma that et.tho londlng-ptnco 
on the river thevo was a small pi-auw 
(native dug-out) with a lepro

I went with the nurse and found the 

Eoor man, who, on seeing mo, clasped 
is hands and bowed himself us ho be- 
sought me in a spirit of heartrending 
desperation that I might have com- 
passion on him nnd help him. He 
cried; "Help me, filrl Help me, sir! 
ThiTP Tsi no nnr el?e will help mcl" 1 
asked him to stand up so that I could 
see just what was tho matter and what 
hla condition wos. Ho was, however, 
unable to rise, and could only move his 
arms. Tho mirso who had called mo 
carried the thin wasted body into one 
of the hoapitnl wards. 

After the poor voyager had been 
given something to cut and felt some- 
what stronger, I tried to find out who 
ho was, where he Tiad como from, and 
how ho hud arrived at the "Koenuocr" 
leper colony, Ho told mo that lie came 
from n native village far, far in tho 
interior, and threo years ago ho hnd 
developed leprosy and was driven Into 
the hvtsh Oft an outcast 

He managed on tho banks of tho, 
river to build for himself a little dug- 
out, and in thltt ho lived, catching with 
a strings and a hook a few flab from 
the river, and digging Yoota from the 
bush he hnd manoged to keep body 
and soul together. 

Slowly, however* ho became worse 
and weaker, and at last wad 110 longer 
able to roam into tho hush to search 
for roots or wild frulta. The fow flah 
ho was able to hook wero now all that 
kept him from dying of starvation. 

One day another native boat going 
up tho river contained a fellow native 
who told him that away down the 
river, many days' rowing, where tho 
waters widened and flawed slowly on 
their way into the sea, there wore 
somo hind-hearted white people who 
had made a place for lepers like him. 
Here it was said he could have his 
wounds dreascd and recelvo the ncces* 
sury medical attention. Food und 
shelter also would be lovingly given.

Tho General sold t thero is a spirit 
of righteousness abroad in tho world 
today. He expressed the hope that 
the United States would come In and 
give a moral tono to tho woild's gov- 
ernments by lending Its support and 
atrenffth to bring the nations together 
against future wars.

"I am also thinking of tho peoplo 
who are offering their services for 
work abroad where it is so much need- 
ed, and one of my reasons fo> making 
a visit to Vancouver, and in being hero 
tonight, Is to ask you to give somo of 
yourselves for this aorvico, Thoro are 
a vast number of heathen who still 
call to us to do oomcthlng to spread 
the glad Salvation of Chnnt. 

"It seems to mo," continued General 
Booth in an earnest tone> "that there 
Is on element of injustice that wc, the 
white race, should receive tho benefits 
which have grown out of Christianity 
and leave blacky, the lepera and other 
unfortunate creatures, steeped In tho 
misery of heathenism. Is there not 
something more to be dons for the 
heathen?^' aaked Tha General with a 
dramatic gesture, "Commissioner Jof- 
friea, of China, la asking for 1,000 
Officers, and ns many more are wanted 
in Africa." 

Tho speaker told. In graphic man- 
ner, of the can* by The Army of 1E0O 
lepers in the Dutch Indies, and said 
more hptp waa nofdnd there. "The 
British government," he said, "has 
asked mc to take care of another -2^00 
lepers and, much to my regret, I have 
hiid to decline because of the lack of 
Officers to do the work. I want to in- 
crease tho work among these atrlckon 
people, as well as in China and Africa. 
I had a letter the other day from one 
of tho chiefs In the latter country ad-, 
dressed to 'Tho Great White Chief, 
London,* In which he said that tho new 
religion, which tho black chlif describ- 
ed as 'a singing In our hearts,' was 
doing a great amount of good. 

"But," sold The General impresslve- 
ly h "the reason for tho letter was an 
appeal to aend help," 

Bung in Cold Bath 
General Booth told many interesting 
anecdotes of his father, tho Founder of 
Tho Salvation Army. "My father." he 
sold, "used to sine In bin cold bath 
every morning. 1 have never been 
able to reach that great Ilchfovement, , ' 
humorously added the speaker, "and 
when my father came down to break- 
fust ho used to say prayers in such a 
manner as made me believe he was 
spooking to someone who was present, 
and I often used to peep through my 
fingers to see If I could ace anyone." 
General Booth told of another occa- 
sion when his father took him to a 
big London gin palace and showed him 
all the misery of drunkenness and de- 
bauchery. "I wan only twelve years 
old then, and my father looked down 
Into my oyes and said to me, 'Do not 
bo frightened, Willie, these are our 
people and I love them. I want you 
to grow up for their sakea and to help 
them/ This was the principle," said 
the speaker, "on which Tho Salvation 
Army was founded by my father, the 
beloved General." Hero tho crowd
